Council Agrees to 
Development Plan 


Landowners Pledge $2 Million

The White Rock Creek 
Basin will soon be developed 
with the aid of an agreement 
approved Monday by the 
City Council. 
About 6,000 acres will be 
“developable” when water 
and sewer 
improvements 
are installed in the basin 
which lies in far west Plano 
Under the agreem ent, 
Plano Management Corp.. 
an organization of lan ­ 
downers, will contribute $2 
million tow ard the 
im 
provements while the city 
will pay $875,000. 
In May of 
1974 Plano 
voters authorized the ex­ 
penditure of $2,093,490 in 
bond funds for the con­ 
struction of a trunk, lift 
station, 
interceptor and 
force main in the area. The 
improvements were to be 
built in 1978-79, but they can 
now be installed alm ost 
immediately 


The council also received a 
request 
from 
General 
Telephone Co. for a 28 
percent rate increase. 
II 
approved, the rate schedule 
would give the company a 
‘*.49 percent return on the 
fair value of its property. 
A public hearing on the 
new rate schedule has been 
called for April 26 and the 
firm has already been asked 
for additional information by 
Robert 
Ellis 
and 
Jack 
Hatched who are serving as 
a rate study committee. 
In other action, the city 
donated $500 to a special 
Collin County Board of 
Realtors committee which is 
planning to move the George 
home 
to

The realtors say they must 
raise $14,000 to move the 
home within six months or it 
“will be too late.” 
Later in the meeting, a 
controversy over park land 


resulted in the tabling of a 
land study of Whiffletree II.

Jaycee Survey Results Presented 


The Plano Fire Dept, was 
the only city agency to win 
an “excellent” rating from 
respondents to the Plano 
Jaycee Community Attitude 
Survey 
conducted 
last 
September. 
Copies of the survey and 
results were presented to 
members of the Plano City 
Council during last night s 
meeting. 
An estimated 4.6 percent 
of the city 's population 
participated in the survey 
which gave the fire depart­ 
ment a 4.05 rating. The 
police department with a 
3.51 
rank, 
the sanitation 
department with a 3.IO rate 
and the justice of the peace 
with a 3.02 ranking achieved 
“superior” status. 
The mayor, city council, 
city 
m anager, 
anim al 
control, 
school 
ad 
ministration, courts, street 
department and city hall 
were ranked “adequate” by 
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forms. Traffic planning is 
rated “poor” along 
with 
telephone service 
Citizens also ranked the 
hospital, the electric com­ 
pany and the library as 
“ su p erio r.” 
In 
another 
section 
of 
the 
survey, 
elementary and high schools 


were 
rated 
“ excellent” 
while junior highs received a 
“superior.” 
Buildings Rate High 
Respondents also said 
school buildings are “ex­ 
cellent” 
but 
staffing, 
available equipment and 
instruction 
are 
only 
“superior.” 
More than 78 percent of 
t h o s e 
r e t u r n i n g 
questionaires approve of the 
neighborhood school con­ 
cept, four percent do not like 
it and 18 percent have no 
com m ent, 
according 
to 
Donald Engelbrecht, survey 
chairman. 
In response to a list of 
community needs as seen by 
the Jaycees, those returning 
the survey said “yes” more 
than 90 percent of the time to 
bicycle trails and 
better 
news coverage on zoning to 
include maps. 
More than 80 percent said 
“yes” 
to bowling alleys, 
movie th eaters, new in­ 
dustry, better city council 
news coverage to include 
why council members voted, 
a 
city-wide 
beautification 
program, parks and green 
belt areas and a recycling 
program 
Sixty percent approved of 
dinner th eaters, package 


beer sales and private club 
restau ran ts. 
Fifty-eight 
percent w anted package 
liquor sales, but 66 percent 
said “no” to night clubs 
Problems Listed 
Of

by 
the 
Jaycees, garbage collection, 
sewage disposal and water 
availability and pressure are 
not seen as problems by the 
citizens, Engelbrecht said. 
The most severe problem 
areas listed were considered 
to be job opportunities, need 
of public restroom s and 
telephone service 
Engelbrecht added that 
public transportation 
in 
Plano, general appearance 
and attractiveness of the 
community, 
maintenance 
and cleaning of streets, 
traffic signals and signs, 
speed 
lim its, 
industrial 
d ev e lo p m e n t, 
w e lfare 
services, legal services, 
court services, postal ser­ 
vice, storm water drainage, 
screening 
fences, 
streets, 
zoning and county services 
received an “ ad eq u ate” 
rate. 
The ratings on both the fire 
and police d ep artm en ts’ 
size, im age, com m unity 
relations and equipm ent 
w e r e 
‘ ‘ s u p e r i o r . ' '

Dallas North, Plano North 
and the Downtown Center 
were given “ adequate” 
ratings with Plano Plaza 
receiving a “poor” rating. 
Streets Cited 
In response to an open- 
ended question on the most 
pressing problems, some 
citizens replied streets, east- 
west access, traffic, widen 
FM 544, too high utility 
rates, town unity and the 
need for orderly growth. 
Schools, 
parks 
and 
recreation facilities, new 
city 
buildings 
and 
the 
hospital were mentioned as 
things accomplished in the 
past five years in which the 
citizens can take pride. 
The number one priority is 
seen as such things as traffic 
planning, 
keeping 
good 
schools, 
having 
quality 
leadership, attracting in­ 
dustry, saving trees and 
beautifying the city. 
Widening FM 544, planting 
more trees along streets, 
improving the Parker Rd. 
overpass 
and 
cleaning 
streets were listed when 
citizens were 
for 
comments on specific street 
improvements. 
Crossings Noted 
In other responses, some 
people believe that school 
crossings are adequate while 
others said more trained 
crossing guards are needed. 
Traffic lights; with left turn 
cyclos were requested for 
the intersections of Preston- 
FM 544 and 18th-Avenue K, 
although most people believe 
existing signals are good 
enough. 
Environmental 
improv­ 
ements requested included 
more tennis courts, city 
beautification, more neigh­ 
borhood parks and saving 
trees. 
Engelbrecht said FM 544 
and Avenue K, billboards, 
the downtown area and the 
railroad crossing on 15th St. 
are considered "eye sores.’‘ 
Among the areas listed as 
unsafe are FM 544 west, the 
railroad crossing at 15th St., 
aUfrfK. (^in tersectio n of 
Pr£s§& 
m 
544 and 
en*p|^ ^subdivision 
lots, 
covered with weeds. 
Suggested locations for the 
new county sub-courthouse 
included: the west side, a 
central location, near the 
police building and near US 
75. 
Rec Center Wanted 
Needed 
recreatio n al 
facilities and services are 


seen as a teenage recreation 
center, tennis courts and 
parks. The Jaycees said 
good 
comments 
were 
received about the city and 
sc ho o l 
r e c r e a t i o n a l 
programs. 
Comments about building 
construction and housing 
developments ranged from 
"no more" to “save the 
trees” to "clean up the lots” 
to “good housing.” 
About 92 percent of those 
responding believe that 
recycling 
is 
important, 
although only 46 percent 
know 
about 
the 
Plano 
League of Environmental 
Action (PLEA). 
About 50 percent indicated 
that the city should be 
responsible for collecting 
recyclable material, while 37 
percent tapped volunteer 
groups and 13 percent said 
they “don’t care.” The 
survey also indicates that % 
percent of the people are 
willing to bundle newspapers 
for a weekly pick up. 
Some comments on past, 
present and future bond 
issues (city, school and 
county) include “need to 
better present both sides,” 
"get the work done on what 
we have voted for" and 
"enough." 
Auditorium Sought 
A large auditorium, an 
expanded library, industry, 
better 
streets 
and 
beautification of the city 
should be the city’s goals, 
according to the survey. 
Downtown 
Plano 
ap­ 
parently needs a facelift, is 
crowded with traffic, has 
parking problems, needs a 
park and should be made 
into 
a 
mali, 
but 
one 
respondent stressed that the 
brick streets should be 
retained. 
More than 77 percent said 
that Plano has enough 
apartments, although those 
existent may need to be 
improved 
and 
better 
maintained. On the other 
hand, 
many 
said 
big 
department stores and good 
restaurants are needed. 
Many of the malls also 
need to be upgraded, ac­ 


cording to the responses, 
although 
Prairie 
Creek 
continued 
to 
get 
good 
comments. 
Plano citizens said they 
would like to celebrate the 
Bicentennial with a big 
Fourth 
of July 
picnic, 
parade and fireworks. A 
Plano history, preservation 
of the city heritage, an open 
house, beautification and 
visual patriotism with flags 
were also suggested At least 
one respondent did not want 
any celebration. 
Other Matters 
In miscellaneous matters, 
about 17 percent said they 
listen to RYAL daily while 
more than 25 percent listen 
to the station at some time 
More than 80 percent of the 
returns said they are aware 
of the Richardson-Shiloh 
airport and do not want it 
expanded because it is too 
close to schools. 
Englebrecht pointed out 
that the question on utility 
rate increases received the 
most and longest comments. 
More than 75 percent of the 
people said rates are too 
high, with general com­ 
ments such as "too many 
increases," "a rip off" and 
"service first." 
(.Jenera I comments about 
the city included "let s keep 
this one city," "we need a 
beautification program" and 
"the streets need sweeping 
The Jaycees themselves 
were also evaluated in the 
survey. Most people said the 
organization 
is 
good, 
community-oriented 
and 
active, although some added 
that they do not know enough 
about the group. The survey 
indicates that the Jaycees 
should participate more in 
projects for the elderly and 
teens, as well as help 
preserve the history of 
Plano. 
Feedback Sought 
"We hope to get a good 
feedback from this survey," 
said Engelbrecht 
"This 
depends on all of us letting 
our 
city 
officials 
and 
organizations know what we 
want and following up on our 
requests.”

"Keep the faith, don’t con­ 
vert. When confronted by a 
metric quantity don’t try to 
mentally convert from one 
system to the other. Try 
instead to ‘think metric.’ For 
example, when buying meat, 
don’t try to remember how 
many grams in a pound. 
Look at the piece of meat to 
see if it is the size you need 
and then notice the weight - 
in kilograms.
